BRANDON HOSPITAL. 


Your reporter paid a visit to the Bran- 
don Hospital, on Monday afternoon. 
Having introduce himself as from the 
Mai, he was at once given all the 
information in Miss McVicar's (the ma- 
tron) power, who was kindness itself. 

The building is uite new, and every- 
thing both inside and out, it is needless 
to say is the picture of cleanliness and 
order. 

During the four months it has been 
open, %2 patients have been received, 
some of these cases have been of a very 
dangerous character. At present there 
are fifteen (three had left an hour or so 
before I arrived) among these there are 
no cases of a serious nature. There are 
five nurses, though the staff consisted of 
seven, all dressed in those becoming caps, 
aprons and dresses that cx tout make 
such a pretty uniform. Miss McVicar 
has established a training school fora 
limited number, those wishing to join car 
do so ontwo months probation, after 
they have served that period, they are 
supposed to be able to judge how they 
like the profession, and the teachers see 
what talents they display for it. If after 
the expiration of this time both sides are 
satistied, they then agree to stay two 
years. For the first six months they re- 
ceive tive dollars a month, the next six 
six dollars, and for the remaining year 
tena month. During, this time they 
have to attend lectures and if they pass 
the necessary exams, a dipioma is given 
them. 

The hospital is two stories with a base- 
ment of the full size of the building. On 
the seuth side it commands a beautiful 
view of the Brandon Hills, whilst to the 
north and west, can be seen the City of 
Brondon, that wonderful wheat 
growing slope on the north of the Assini- 
boine valley, which can be traced as far 
as the eye can reach to the west, on the 
east is the boundless prairie, dotted all 
over with the prosperous Manitoba far- 
mer.

| A Visit to the Experimental Farm. | 


Your representative did himself the 
pleasure of calling on Mr. Bedford, (the 
gentleman in charge of the farm) on Sat- 
urday efternoun. He was received with 
great kindness aad un his informing Mr. 
Bedford that he came from the ‘*MarL”, 
Mr. B. at once volunteered all the in- 
formation in his power. 

To give your readers some idea of the 
vast amount of trouble and labor this ex- 
perimental work entails, let me say, that 
ther> are ro les& than 1000 different plots 
of grain of all kinds. Most of the var- 
ieties are sown in triplicate. Amongst 
them are 70 different kinds of wheat, 40 
of oats, 30 of barley, 40 of beans and 25 
of peas. 

The following varieties are cut, Wheat, 
Ladoga, and all Indian samples, barley, 
Canadian 6 rowed, Baxter and (dessa, 
also 6 rowed oats, White Egyptian, Prize, 
Cluster and Bonanza. Next week the 
Red Fyfe treated with manure will be 
cut. 

Mr. Bedford finds manuring hastens on 
the crop fully a week. This is an im- 

vortant fact and one which all farmers 
hould take note of, as this land has only 
Leen two years under cultiuation. 

All grasses are cut,—native grasses 
yield four times as much as timothy. Mr. 
Bedford is trying to save as much seed 
from these for distribution amongst the 
farmers as possible. 

The leading fodder crop is the Dakota 
Flint (Indian corn) this will average in 
height from 8 to 10 fest. Mr. Bedford 
states he is more than pleased with this 
crop, as it opens up a way by which farm- 
ers fiving on light land can raise fodder. 
The yield this year will be between 35 to 
40 tons an acre, last year it was 45. Mil- 
letts have been made a specialty of this 
year, 16 varieties were procured from 
this continent and Europe, many «quite 
new in this section. One of the most 
promising ‘‘Manitoba Millett’ a rank 
grower, and well acapted to this climate 
is about 5 feet high and will average - 5 
tons to the acre. 

Samples of all kinds of grain, grasses, 
vegetables and fruits are being collected 
for the Worlds Fair. 

One hundred glass jars of fruits and 
vegetables preserved in suitable fluids are 
already put up and additions will be 
made from time to time. 

All the root crops promise better re- 
turns than at any time since the farm has 
been established. As an evidence of the 
rapid growth of vegetation in Manitoba 
at this season of the year, Me. Bedford

1891.

In the last Manitoba crop bulletin a1 
interesting report is given in) connec 1 
with threshing machines. The ve.) 
heavy crop of 1891 .aught farmers geuet- 
ally, says the bulletin, that their money 
is not in their pocket as seon as harvest 
is over. Machines were at a premiuu 
every steamer was taxed to its utmost 
capacity—old horse powers were over- 
hauled—every availale machine in’ the 
province in the hands of machine meu 
was secured and all found work to de, 
and yet many farmers could net and did 
not get their grain threshed. The result 
to some farmers was almost a total loss of 
the season's crop and, generally, a serious 
loss to the province. A glance at the 
number of threshers in the rrovince show 
how reat was the demand. Last year 
there were in the province the total num- 
ber of threshers, 977, this year a_ total 
number of 1,150, showing an increase of 
over 200, of whict. all but twenty were 
gteam outfits, With a much lighter 
quaniity of straw to handle and with the 
increased facilities, it may be expected 
that the difliculty of the past season may 
not this be experienced. The 
threshing machire is as much a necessity 
asthe plow or the binder. Farmers 
should see foc a certainty in ample time 
to make arrangements for having their 
threshing dene as soon as possible after

A TERRIBLE LEOPARD.

Before It” Was Killed” It_ Was 

Driven From The Bodies oft~ 
Eighty-Two Victims. 


A monster recently killed in an Indian 
jungle was a male leopard, in no respect 
ditterent from an ordinary leopard :n the 
beauty of bis skin and its general appear- 
ance, save for its length, 6 feet 6 inches. 
When it was measured before being di- 
vested of its skin, it had an abnormally 
large head and aery powerful shoulders. 
The skin, after beimg cured, measured 
just a tritle over 7 feet 9 inches. 

The brute had had a long career of 
crime, for its first kill, that of a littla 
girl of 5 years, whom it sprarg upon and 
dragged mtu the jungle trem the court- 
yard of the house or barn where the child 
was playidy, abeut sunseter a little later, 
was netified by the police of Arani out- 
post in July, 18%. Many shooting 
parties were organ zed for its des ruction 
last year. The -~poutiny rajah of Nator 
went twice Wit lis el jp hants to shoot it. 
A Moe listunecan youthian also visited 
the Ataui Jurtsactiom on the same 
errand. Severs Kurepean planters liv- 
Ing the track «of country over wh'ch 
the leopard was known to ream were also 
feild ta the attempt to kilpit. The ani- 
el took refuge, whenever search was 
wade fo. it, aa tha sugar cane. Never 
ovfore—at least in Rajshahi—has a 
leopard been known to display the same 
ferocity and daring. There have been 
tigers that have in different parts in India 
caused a terrible loss of life ; but it is 
deubiful whether a leopard has been 
known to kill such a number as 155 hu- 
wan beings in the space of twenty-one 
mea hs. 

It was killed itself on April 6 at Mada- 
ha. a village four miles distant from Ar- 
hah. It killed one victim only on each 
f 121 days ; twelve times it killed two 
numan beings Gn one and the same day, 
In one village, that of Bsnsha, in the 
Arani jurisdiction, on diftierent occasions 
it killed seven people; in seven villages it 
killed no fewer than tive people; in four 
villages, six people, in twelve villages, 
three people, and in eleven villages, two 
people. Except in the first year of its 
criminal career it did not let an interval 
of more than seventeen days pass. with- 
out killing; twice it went hungry for four- 
teen days. It killed forty-one boys of 
ages varying from 1 to 10 years, and 
twenty-two girls; it is found old women 
of ages varying from 40 to 60 an easy 
prey, forit kiled forty of them. Ot 
giown-up men, from 20 to 40° years of 
age, it killed only six. Of toe number 
of persons killed it had been driven off 
from the bodies of eighty-two; it partially 
or entirely devoured seventy-two. It 
was seen to climb trees, and actually as- 
cended a tree ouee when chased by some 
Aillagers. It killed at least one villager 
who attacked it with a lathi. 

It generally killed at evening, its  vic- 
tims being among the children playing in 
he open space around the baris, It also 
attached peo} le Ik fore they had retired 
to rest after partaking «f the evening 
meal, and while they were smoking on 
the veranda, It broke inte houses at 
night on severs!l occasions and dragged 
the unfortunate inmates eat an devoured 
them in the neiz! boring jungle.

These 
schools were denominational — schools, 
some of them being regulated and con- 
trolied by the Roman Catyolic church, 
and others by various Protestant denom- 
inations.
